The high prices now being paid for
lead, with the increased price of nil
ver. lias canned renewed activity in
a small number of the small proper
ties in this district, says the Eureka
Sentinel. A number of men have
been working on leases and taking
out ore for several months, and ship
ment to the smelters will be com-

menced as soon as road conditions
will permit; leases for new ground
have recently been given, and prep
arations for commencing work on
them are now being made.

The Richmond Eureka Mining com-

pany has out a shipment ol
zinc oie and an effort was made the
first of the week to haul it to the
local railway depot from the mines
on Huby Hill, but the ieam could not
get through the heavy banks of snow
on parts of the road and the effort
to get the ore to the railway depot
has been postponed until road condi-
tions are improved.

SEEKING ORE AT FOOT-WAL-

SIDE OF VEIN ON 840
LEVEL

A new cross-cu- t Is being driven
in the Kewanas, from the north
drift at a depth of 840 feet and to
the west, toward the foot-wal- l of
the great vein, which appears to be
the main Consolidated lode, dipping
east Into this territory through the
Red Top and Laguna. At a point
100 feet south of the new crosscut
and from the same north drift, an-

other crosscut was driven to the foot-wal- l

part of the vein, where a body
of ore was exposed that yielded aver
age assays arourid $16 per ton, says
the Tribune.

While no attempt has yet been
made to slope any ore for shipment
there are many points in the long
drift where the ore appears to be
of shipping grade, although It is
shown to vary greatly in volume.
The ore has been exposed con-

tinuously for nearly 500 feet In this
drift, which hit now reached a
main winze, through which work is
conducted from the I.iiguna shaft of
the Consolidated. The drift will be
continued to the north in the expec
tation of finding deposits of larger
size and of higher grade. The drift
has exposed the shale, dipping to the
west.
